Now York, Oct. 8.—Bradetreet today 
says with the exception of some parts of 
the south, where heavy storms and yel­ 
low fever, with resulting quarantines, 
check distribution every large business 
appears to be doing, though complaints 
of a narrow margin of profit ars well 
nigh unanimous. 
While the bank clearings of Septem­ 
ber point to a slightly smaller business 
done the country over than one year 
ago, this weeks figures point to a fair 
gain over last year, aud therefore over 
all previous records for this weak of the 
year. 
The volume of distribution, as a 
whole, is well up to or above that re­ 
ported a year ago in most sections, and 
therefore far in advance of recent pre­ 
ceding annual periods. 
As for some time past, most activity 
is perceptible iu the west aud north­ 
west and ou th* Pacific coast, particu­ 
larly at Puget sound and Columbia 
river points. 
It has been a carnival and fall cele­ 
bration period at a number of western 
cities this week and a resulting large 
distribution, both retail and wholesale, 
is reported. 
At leading eastern markets, recently 
favorable reports are folly maintained, 
with business in textiles, particularly 
cotton and woolen goods, least favor­ 
ably situated. 
Signs are not wanting that the spread 
of yellow fever in some sections of the 
south, with resulting quarantines, has 
sharply checked trade in the lower 
Mississippi valley, while heavy storms 
on the sooth Atlantic coast have oper­ 
ated to arrest distribution and rednced 
the rice crop. 
Tile general industrial 
situation is a very favorable one.

It is proclaimed, too, with a 
degree of inconsistency that marks the 
demagogic spirit of the free trader and 
tariff for revenue reformer, that if the 
manufacturer fattens nuder protection 
the farmer suffers. 
It is not worth 
while in this connection to bother about 
counter arguments, it being sufficient to 
refute free trade and dispel the hypnotic 
influence it has exercised with a few 
facts of current circulation in tho com­ 
mercial papers of the United States. 
In the present tide of prosperity, aud 
promise of one greater and beyond par 
allel in this country, it is remembered 
that by a magnificent majority of a 
popular vote a Republican adm inistra­ 
tion was demanded by the people.

At the rooms of the New York Mer­ 
chants’ association, an institution to 
facilitate buying, there is a constant 
throng of buyers from all parts of the 
country. 
All day long it is oue con­ 
tinuous story of wonderful improve­ 
ment in trade, of great crops and of 
money in abundance. 
The buyers ex 
press faith in what they tell by pur­ 
chasing more goods than they ever did 
before. 
Oue of the incidents of good times i- 
the great lessening of the number oi 
failures among manufacturers.

years ago in August there were 29b lad 
ures of this class, last month there w a­ 
les? than half as many. 
Almost 70 per cent of Mexico’s for­ 
eign trade is with the United States. 
The United States is shipping coal, 
iron aud steel to England.

tection.

It is proclaimed, too, w ith a 
degree of inconsistency that m arks the 
demagogic spirit of the free trader and 
tariff for revenue reform er, th a t if the 
m anufacturer fattens nuder protection 
the farm er suffers. 
It is not worth 
w hile in this connection to bother about 
counter argum enta, it being sufficient to 
refute free trade and dispel the hypnotic 
influence it has exercised w ith a few 
facts of current circulation in the com* 
meroiai papers of the U nited States. 
In the present tide of prosperity, and 
promise of one greater and beyond par­ 
allel in this country, it is rem em bered 
th at by a m agnificent m ajority of a 
popular vote a R epublican adm inistra­ 
tion was dem anded by the people. 
That dem and was at a tim e of fearful 
business depression, w hen enterprise of 
every kind languished and 
factories 
were closed, when farm ers suffered from 
short crops and thousands were clamor- 
lug for work. 
This terrible state of 
affairs had continued for four years un­ 
der a Democratic policy. 
W hen the Re­

against protection Is that it builds n 
wall around the country, shutting out 
foreign demand for our produce and 
products. 
It is proclaimed, too, with a 
degree of inconsistency that marks the 
demagogic spirit of tho freo trader and 
tariff for revenue reformer, that if the 
manufacturer fattens uuder protection 
the farmer suffers. 
It is not worth 
while in this connection to bother about 
counter argument*, it boing sufficient to 
refute free trade and dispel the hypnotic 
influence it has exercised with a few 
facts of current circulation in tho com­ 
mercial papers of the United States. 
In the present tide of prosperity, and 
promise of one greater and beyond par 
allel in this country, it is rem em bcm 
that by a magnificent majority of a 
popular vote a Republican admi nisi rn 
tion was demanded by the people. 
That demand was at a time of fearfnl 
business depression, when enterprise of 
every kind languished and factories 
were closed, when farmers suffered from 
short orops and thousands were clamor* 
tug for work. 
This terrible state of 
affairs had continued for four years un­ 
der a Democratic policy.

While there are crop shortages abroad, 
it is announced that the wheat yield oi 
the United States this year will amount 
to 700,OOO,(XX) bushels. 
This will 
bi 
the largest in the history of our country. 
It is more than enough to feed those 
who suffer from crop failures abroad. 
Forty years ago there wert- uo wire 
nails. 
Of cut nails rho United States 
produced then about NO,OOO tons an­ 
nually, and the wire product is now tar 
ahead of the cut nail, but the yearly 
produttion of both is so great that it 
threatens Europe with disastrous com­ 
petition. 
At the rooms of the New York Mer­ 
chants’ association, an institution to 
facilitate buying, there is a constant 
throng of buyers from all parts of the 
country. 
AU day long it is one con­ 
tinuous story of wonderful improve­ 
ment in trade, of great crops and of 
money in abundance. 
The buyers ex 
press faith in what they tell by pur­ 
chasing more goods than they ever did 
before. 
One of the incidents of good times is 
the great lessening of the number ol 
failures among manufacturers. 
Two 
years ago in August there were 29> fail­ 
ures of thin clast, last mouth there wa* 
lei-.- than half as many. 
Almost 70 per cent of Mexico’s for­ 
eign trade is with the United States, 
The United States is shipping coal, 
irou aud steel to England.
